Our power in the present tottering condition of all 
forms of power will be more invincible than any 
other, because it will remain invisible until the mo¬ 
ment when it has gained such strength that no cun¬ 
ning can any longer undermine it.

Behold the alcoholized animals, bemused with 
drink, the right to an immoderate use of which comes 
along with freedom. It is not for us and ours to walk 
that road. The peoples of the goyim are bemused with 
alcoholic liquors; their vouth has grown stupid on 
classicism and from early immorality, into which it 
has been inducted by our special agents — by tutors, 
lackeys, governesses in the houses of the wealthy, by 
clerks and others, bv our women in the places of dissi¬ 
pation frequented bv the goyim.

By these acts all States are in 
torture; they exhort to tranquility, are ready to sacri¬ 
fice everything for peace; but we will not give them 
peace until they openly acknowledge our international 
Super-Covemment, and with submissiveness. 


Protocol Number Nine — Article 4 


And thus the people condemn the upright and ac¬ 
quit the guilty, persuaded ever more and more that 
it can do whatsoever it wishes. Thanks to this state of 
things the people are destroying every kind of stabil¬ 
ity and creating disorders at every step. 

Protocol Number Three — Article 19 


We have fooled, bemused and corrupted the youth 
of the goyim by rearing them in principles and theo¬ 
ries which are known to us to be false although it is 
by us that they have been inculcated. 

Protocol Number Nine — Article 10 


In order to give the goyim time to think and take 
note, their minds must be diverted towards industry 
and trade. Thus, al! the nations will be swallowed up 
in the pursuit of gain and in the race for it will not 
take note of their common foe. 

Protocol Number Four — Article 4 


In order to put public opinion into our bands we 
must bring it into a state of bewilderment by giving 
expression from all sides to so many contradictory 
opinions and for such length of time as will suffice to 
make the goyim lose their heads in the labyrinth and 
come to see that the best thing is to have no opinion 
of any kind in matters political, which it is not given 
to the public to understand, because they are under¬ 
stood only by him who guides the public.

Who will ever suspect then that all these peoples 
were stage-managed by us according to a political plan 
which no one has so much as guessed at in the course 
of many centuries.

It is from us that the all-engulfing terror proceeds. 
We have in our service persons of all opinions, of all 


In countries known as progressive and enlightened 


we have created a senseless, filthy, abominable litera¬ 
ture.

with ammunition and material and supplied 
failure-prone weapons. His wastefulness far 
exceeds his vaunted economies. His support 
of a Test Ban Treaty before we had equiv¬ 
alent experience to the Soviets left us with 
a weapons gap. His censorship of the speeches 
of officers smacks of the worst in dictator¬ 
ships. He scrapped superior weapons like 
the Dyna-Soar Spacecraft, the Atlas Missile, 
the Coin-Lara aircraft so sorely needed now 
in Vietnam, the whole Anti-Ballistic Missile 
array, and substituted inferior weapons. His 
Typhon weapons proved too big for the 
Navy's ships and leave us still without ade¬ 
quate air defense for our Navy. He blocked 
the nuclear fleet program. He has maintained 
a pilot shortage by cutting down training pro¬ 
grams below requirements.

ON FOREIGN 
RELATIONS

In the United States there exists 
a power center celled the Council V 
on Foreign Relations [ CFR I which ti 

is dedicated to bringing about a world a' 

government. 

Many of the several hundred mem if 
bers of this »CFR . and those in league C 
with them are parasitic financiers whose o 
operations have no connection with V\ 
private enterprise. b 

Mainly, these oiling CFR mem¬ 
bers are descendants of and successors 
to the "Robber Barons" of the last 
century. 

£ Their influence has been felt in high 
circles of government since their fore¬ 
runner. Paul Warburg in 1906 came to 
America from Germany to enlist John 
D. Rockefeller an$ J.P. Morgen in a 
World Government plan. 

The first step in thb plan was the 
< confiscation of the money and credit 
I of the American people thrtxj^i the 
setting up of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
Sterne 1913. The First World War en¬ 
sued shortly thereafter. Paul Warburg 
became the first chairman of the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Board and his brother in 
Germany became the Kaiser's Chief 
of Espionage. 

Tracing the activities of the Wartxjrgp 
you find them and their fellow conspir¬ 
ators in Wall Street financing training 
** schools for revolutionaries in New York 
under Leon Trotsky and another in 
Berne. Switzerland under Lenin. 

Since communism didn't exist it had 
to be manufactured in order to bring 
about their diabolical plans for world 
conquest. These two revolutionary 
armies were supplied with 20 million 
r dollars, smugged through Germany by 
Felix Warburg and on into Ru*ia where 
I they murdered the Car and took over 
i the government of Russia. The Over¬ 
man Committee Report of the Senate 
in 1919 gives testimony of a top-ranking 
- Methodist clergyman in Petrogjad, The 
American Ambassador and a Y.M.C.A. 
k official who stated under oath that the 
"revolutionaries" were Americans. A 
careful student of history, by setting 
down The legislation enacted in Wash- 
^ ington can easily show how the infant 
Russian Communism was kept alive. I 
grew and prospered from a series of 
U.S. financial transfusions and favorable 
legislation. 

With a program of heavy taxation 
for defense and foreign aid which would 
ultimately bankrupt the nation and a 
push to centralize great power in the 
( executive branch of the federal govern¬ 
ment. it would merely be a matter of 
time until the United States became in 
* effect a communist country, and a cand¬ 
idate for World government. James 
Warburg years ago had stood before 

L tbe Senate and said "You will have 
world government whether you want it 


or not-if you don't get it by consent, 
you will get it by conquest” Those 
who had been instrumental in setting 
up the Federal Reserve System formed 
the Council on Foreign Relations in 
1919 in New York with a grant from 
the Laura Spellman Rockefeller Found¬ 
ation. 

Communist .agents wove their way 
in and out of the activities of the 
Council on Foreign Relations, notorious 
of whom were Alger Hiss* Harry Dexter 
White. Lee Pasvolsky and Dalton Trom- 
bo. They take their places along side

A COURSE OF ACTION 

To offset the influences of 
groups such as the Council 
on Foreign Relations, citizens 
should exert pressure on Con¬ 
gress to amend the Inland 
Revenue Code in such a way 
that no agency of the Execu¬ 
tive branch of go v ern m ent 
has the power to grant federal 
tax-exemption: this power 

should reside in Congress as 
the Constitution states. 

Additionally, voters should 
demand that the House of 
Representatives form a spend 
committee to investigate the 
Council cm Foreign Relations 
and us associated foundations 
and organizations. 


such well known members as John 
Foster Dulles. Edward Stattmejt, Har¬ 
old Staasan and Ne l eon Rockefeller. 
Either knaves or fools, these men. along 
with Senator Tom Connolly, helped 
form the United Nations charter. 

Sen. Connolly called Leo Pasvofaky 
"extremely capable and tha one person 
we all turned to for explanation of de¬ 
tails." 

Records m the Library of Cong rets 
reveal that Mr. Pasvolsky did not ex¬ 
plain that during the San Francisco Con¬ 
ference a "deal" was made between

’ been the case to the present date. 

,To facilitate their movements and 
to entrench firmly and perpetuate them- 
sdifes in all levels of government, the 
Council on Foreign Relations*! its early 
days absorbed the Carnegie Foundation 
by placing CFR members on the 
Board of Trustees. The Rockefellers 
set up foundations of their own with 
Council members as trustees, and other 
Council members were establishing 
foundations (Guggenheim, Whitney 
Ford. etc.). 

The money made available for Coun- 


I cil on - Foreign Relations purposes

; billions of dollars. Hundreds of mil- 
► lions of dollars have gone into colleges, 

* most of which was earmarked for a 
| specific purpose calculated to build up 
! the New World Order, the subjects 
‘ being the humanities, the social sciences. 

1 government according to CFR and 
Marxist brand economics. 

Tha trained elite of the CFR who 
number in the thousands are the "bright 
young men" whose education was made 
possible by the parasites mostly with 
tax-free foundation money. These men 
are prepared for top level government 
positions and work from within our 
government to involve us in world af¬ 
fairs preparatory to bringing about 
world government. 

The CFR sets up Presidential cand¬ 
idates on both Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic tickets. Their superstructure «s 
the Business Advisory Council (S.A.C.) 
in which the millionaires and billion¬ 
aires of CFR segrega te themselves 
from the impecunious intelligentsia 
while they determine matters of policy 
in the U.S. government 

David Rockefeller, president of the 
Chaae Manhattan Bank, spoke to the 
Council on Foreign Relations April 27. 
1967 in Chicago. His topic was "Tha 
Case for Foreign Aid." Who benefits 
from foreign aid? In international fi¬ 
nancial transactions funds are trans¬ 
ferred throu^i banks and purchases 
almost invariably involve a variety of 
short term and long term credits ar¬ 
ranged for by banks, naturally for a fee. 
.There are also Development corpora¬ 
tions such as the one hiring David 
Lillemhal, a CFR member who gets 
handsome engineering and economic re¬ 
search fees from the country receiving 
the foreign aid. (Thb subject will bo 
covered in more detail in future issues 
of the magazine.) Mr. Rockefeller in 
his speech to the CFR stressed the 
importance of a World Bank. This also 
will be covered in detail later. 

Through the American Assembly, a 
foundation which is a spokesman for 
the CFR. the program of trading with 
Russia is being promoted. Sen. Charles 
Percy, a CFR member is on record as 
approving thb policy. A major role of 


the American Assembly is to undermine 
all 50 of the state constitutions through 
revisions purported only to be modern¬ 
izations. but which are. in fact, political 
manuevers resulting in taking away the 
rights of the people and investing the 
legislature and executive with more 1 
power. The 50 states stand as a barrier 
to the formation of a work) government. 

In California thb b underway with the 
2nd third of the revision of the Con¬ 
stitution slated to come before the 
voters in November.

Those with the best known connections 
are David Sarnoff. NBC; Ed Paiey. CBS; 
Arthur H. Sulzberger and Nelson Rock¬ 
efeller. New York Timas,; Luce Publica¬ 
tions; Cowles Publications; David Law¬ 
rence. U.S. News A World Report; 
Erwin Canham, Christian Science Mon¬ 
itor; Elmo Roper. George Gallup. 

While we assume that no actual 
members of the Council on Foreign 
Relations ware involved in the assassin¬ 
ation, communists with whom they dad 
could have recognizad a mutual gain 
from the uriwi nation under circum¬ 
stances calculated to discredit the "ri^tt 
wing."

Of course there are 
a great many sincere patriots down in the 
ranks; but it is the precise purpose of these 
movements to deceive sincere people.

The Conspiracy which alms to rule us by 
Invisible Government will fail on a point of I 
military techniques. It Is not competent to ] 
command Armed Forces, including its own. | 
It depends primarily upon Intellectual fraud 
rather than armed force to promulgate Its I 
rule in the world. Its basic military concepts 
are defective and unreal. In a specific way, 
the establishment in New York will fail to 
control the Soviet Armed Forces.

They did this solely for ■ 
the purpose of having control of him; IN

They are betting 
the life of YOUR COUNTRY that they can ^ 
do it WHAT DO YOU THINK? 

I will tell you what I think. I think the 
Jews will FATI-. and that New York will be 
•blown over the moon with 100 - megaton 
bombs That is. unless the American people 
come tc their senses and put a real national- 
patriotic government into power in this coun¬ 
try, a government which will arrange our 
national defense cm a really sound basis. 

That is what I think. I dc not claim to be 
infallible. We especially invite the comments 
of military officers on this matter. Your 
letters to us will be held in strict confidence.

The "Salem Evening News", Salem, Mass., in its issue of 9/23/53, identified JOSEF 
MLQT-MR0Z as having been born in Mecinka, a village in southwest Poland, shortly 
after V/orld War I. The article states he attended the public grammar school in 
Jedliczu and high school and college in Krosno. Further, that from early youth he 
dedicated himself to service the interests of his country and its people. The 
article states that in 1940 he was imprisoned by the Gestapo for three months, and upon 
his release joined the Polish Underground; that despite a wounded leg and seeing a 
loved one shot in cold blood he served with patriotic zeal. In recognition of his 
heroism he was elevated to the rank of Second Lieutenant by the General of the Army in 
Krakow and was decorated with the Gross of the Fighting Polish and the Silver Cross 
of Service.

WASHINGTON Ul-J osef Mlot - 
Mroz hid in the Washington 
"Monument until it \0as dosed 
last night, broke open a locked 
window at the top and unfurled 
a 150-foot long black streamer 
protesting against communism. 

Then Mlot-Mroz locked the 
window with a cheaper lock he 
had brought with him. A couple 
of minutes later, he was ar¬ 
rested by Pvt. W. R. Clift of the 
capital park police. The ban¬ 
ner was removed after flying 
only a few minutes. 

Mlot-Mroz, a 39-year-old

The articles Indicate 
that Judge JOHN LEWIS SMITH, JR., after consultation with an 
Assistant U.S. Attorney and the subject's court appointed attorney, 
agreed to a government recommendation to drop the charges 
of destroying Government property and creating a nuisance 
which had been placed against MLOT-MROZ, on the grounds that he 
is an alien and might get into trouble with the immigration 
authorities if the charge stood.

A 39-year-old Polish freedom 
fighter from Salem was beaten 
Unto submission, arrested, and 
hospitalized in New York last 
[night when he defied a police 
order to discard.the metal bar 
supporting his anti-Communist 
sign. 

Jozef Mlot-Mroz, leader of 
the Anti-Communist Federa¬ 
tion of Polish Freedom Fight¬ 
ers in the U.S.A., was described 
by a spokesman at Bellevue 
Hospital as “very badly beat¬ 
en.”

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On June 17, 1964 the files of the Metropolitan 
District Commission (MDC) Police Station, 1420 Soldiers Field 
Road, were checked concerning the above described picketing 
at WBZ-TV.

,r Our Goal - Smash Communism." The records reflected the 
above had been conducted without incident. 

On June 18, 1964, sources familiar with some 
phases of Polish activity in the Greater Metropolitan Boston 
area, advised that Jozef Mlot-Mroz is known to them as an 
extremely Anti-communist individual who has on numerous 
occasions conducted personal compaigns against individuals 
and/or organizations he believes to be communist. He has on 
various occasions taken it upon himself, or has persuaded some 
of his friends to aid him in picketing these organisations 
and/or individuals at their places of business or where these 
organizations and/or individuals were sponsoring an affair. 
These sources furtheradvised to their knowledge. Mlot-Mroz 
and/orhis friends do not represent any responsible Polish 
organization, and that he and his friends are simply conducting 
their own campaign against Communism. These sources said 
because of his eccentric behavior Mlot-Mroz has attracted 
considerable ne’wspaper publicity and has been arrested for 
creating disturbances in Washington, D. C. and New York City.

meet Mlot-Mruz, 
King of Protest

Jozef Mlot-Mroz is a man who has dedicated most of his life 
to demonstrating—either demonstrating for his own cause, or 
demonstrating against the demonstrators. 

The avowed anti-Communist has been arrested, assaulted, 
assailed, attacked, insulted incarcerated institutionalized. 

But yesterday for the first time, he was stabbed. In his 
words, “I’m stabbed. I’m stabbed. This is the first time they’ve 
ever done this to me.” 

Someone once said that no demonstration’s a success un¬ 
less Jozef Mlot-Mroz shows up to demonstrate against it. 

Who is this man? 

Jozef Mlot-Mroz is a handsome, mustachioed bachelor, 48 
years old, who lives with an aunt and an uncle at 18 Board- 
man St., Salem. 

He refers to himself as a “retired” leather worker, and 
for the past 20 years has been known as the "Polish Freedom 
Fighter.” 

He doesn’t drink, he doesn’t smoke, he’s dabbled with a 
journalistic career, but most of all, he’s obsessed with light¬ 
ing Communism. • 

He says he was a second lieutenant in the Polish under¬ 
ground army and spent 21 months in a Communist concentra¬ 
tion camp during World War II. He lied to West Germany, and 
eventually made his way to the United States, and he’s been 
waging his war ever since. _ 

He’s demonstrated in Washington, he’s demonstrated before 
the United Nations, he’s at every demonstration in Boston. 

In many demonstrations he has appeared with signs which 
have been called anti-Semitic, the wording often linking Jews 
with Communism. 

Where does he get his money? That’s a mystery, although 
most sources say he gets it through contributions from mem¬ 
bers of the Polish communities along the North Shore. 

Mlot-Mroz claims he has spent about $25,000 of his own 
money in his private little war, and can’t estimate how much 
in contributions. 

Among the highlights of his anti-career: 

In 1959, he staged a ltWay hunger strike in front of the 
White House to protest the impending visit of Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev to the U.S. He gave it up after losing 27 pounds. 

In I960, he.was severely beaten while protesting the appear¬ 
ance of several top Russian leaders at the United Nations. 

In 1962, he was fined $10 for ringing a bell outside the 
Sheraton Plaza Hotel while President Kennedy was staying 
there. 

In 1963, he was arrested for burning a Soviet flag on 
Oohxrfws Ave.,.not far from the Statler, where a “God aid

.r "Je» i c 49 years 
and came to the United 
States in 1952. He was born 
in Poland, was a member 
of the Polish underground 
for years until fleeing to 
West Germany in 1949. In 
Poland, he had been ar¬ 
rested six times and spent 
21 months in concentration 
camps. 

He lives in a second floor 
apartment at 18 Boardman 
st., a lovely tree-lined resi¬ 
dential street a block from 
historic Sfllpm Co mmon. 

Joe is a self-employed 

houggjsainter, bu t the Win - 
ter months are slow times, 
so Wspends his days re¬ 
modeling the apartment 
r him and his bride.

The anti-war demon¬ 
strators, some of them sub¬ 
urban housewives and col¬ 
lege kids viewing Joe in 
action for the first time, 
asked each other “who is 
this guy?” 

A few tried to engage 
Joe in what they called a 
dialogue, but Joe wasn’t 
buying that.

He already has -100 
public demonstrations and nearly 300 ar¬ 
rests to his credit, and a personal in¬ 
vestment of close to $35,000 in travel 
expenses, picket signs and gaily colored 
paints. 

He was outside the Federal Building 
in Post Office Square last Thursday to 
harass Daniel Ellsberg who is presently 
fighting extradition to California to stand 
trial for leaking secret Pentagon papers 
to the press. 

Mlot-Mroz didn’t, of course, clarify in 
any way, the difficult legal, moral, ethi¬ 
cal and security questions raised by the 
Ellsberg case. 

HE SIMPLY SHOUTED as he always 
does, the crudest and mo^t primitive 
anti-Semitic epithets, trying at one point 
to whack EINberg with a seven-foot 
higKT sheet-metal cross. He missed Ells¬ 
berg, but the cross struck a few tele¬ 
vision news cameramen. 

Writing about such an agitator is 
often embarrassing because one is then 
devoting precious space to the irrelevan¬ 
cies of a bigoted mind, or pla.i ing a pub¬ 
lic crackpot close to the top of the news.

MY 0\VV MAH W for nn«T,1(. on,’ 
for a number of years, boon fairly heavy 
with inquiries about "him, Any number of 
people scorn to feel that he is the 
recipient of “Texas pi! money.” a vulgar 
"one-man show,” or “someone who has 
been tortured by the Communists and 
has thus become a little extreme.” 

Ail of these opinions are inaccurate. 
Mlot-Mroz spends his own money, frug¬ 
ally saving from odd jobs and house and 
sign painting. The 535.000 spent to date 
Is a large figure in one sense, but not too 
impressive when it is remembered that 
he came to America from Poland in 1952 
and began shortly thereafter, the picket¬ 
ing and counter-demonstrating he is now 
well known for. 

That he is vulgar there can be no 
question, but he is not a one man show. 
The ACCPFF's membership is dose to 
two-thousand, but few are willing to join 
Mlct-Mroz in the streets. This is the. way 
he puts it: “My people ate afraid 5 to 
demonstrate with me. They know I get 
anestc-d a lot, and even beaten and 
stabbed, but they are proud of me, that 
I know.”

EACH YEAR IN Salem, where Mlot- 
Mroz lives, well ever a hundred local 
me,liters turn up for the ACCPFF's an¬ 
nual dinner.

■ This year’s dinner was held at St. 
Juseph’s Hail on Derby street in Salem 
on July a. 

The advance publicity was filled with 
virulent anti-Semitism. Mlot-Mroz falsely 
equates Zionism with Communism, 
neatly overlooking the Soviet role in the 
Middle East in behalf of the Arab 
countries. lie is fond of writing about a 
"Zionist-Communist conspiracy” which 
Is marked by “murder, land grabbing, 
confusion and anarchy.” 

ACCPFF advertised this year’s 
principal speaker this way: 

“The main speaker ar.d recipient of 
the Polish Freedom Fighters Award for 
1971 will be the Honorable Colonel Curtis 
D. Drill, the ex-son-in-law of the late 
President Roosevelt, and the chairman of 
the patriotic Liberty Lobby.” 

Dali didn't have to travel far to pick 
up his award. He was registered the en¬ 
tire weekend at the Statler Hilton, for he 
is. annually, one of the stars of the July 
4th weekend God, Family and Country 
rally organized by the John Birch 
Society.

Mlot-Mroz and virtually all of his col¬ 
leagues in the AACPFF came to this 
country from Poland’s peasant class. By 
his own admission, anti-Semitism was a 
staple of his home life and that of all 
of his friends. 

HIS DESCRIPTION or life in the old 
country is emotional, contradictory, and 
repeatedly larded with the harshest of 
references to Jews. Here is a sample, 
verbatim, from a taped interview: 

"In Poland, peasants and laborers, 
they was always working for the rich 
Jews, for the rich barons, they are all 
suffering, to be honest, we are working 
for nothing. 

“All the business of everything were 
In Jesvs hands, but the point isn’t that you 
know, the point is that when in 1917 the 
Communists took over Russia, the Jew in 
Poland gets power.” 

Challenged on points of historical ac- : 
curacy, Mlot-Mroz is quick to yield, 
changing for example, the notion that 
Jews in Poland got “power” in 1917 to 
“well, they didn’t get power but they 
stoned to." and then shifting ground to 
claims that Je ws alway s “persecute 
Christians,” and that peasants and 
laborers in Poland “have always hated 
Jews because they are dedicated 


Christians” who re sent being persecuted 
on religious grounds. 

Mlot-Mroz applies the same kind of 
tortured analysis to events in America. 
Enable to comprehend that he is often 
arrested because he actually breaks the 
law or because the nnlire realize he wilt 
be injured being so outnumbered when lie 
starts swinging his placards or sheet- 
metal crosses, he visions a conspiracy 
at work against him. 

“THE POLICE IN Boston are con¬ 
trolled by the Jews, that’s why I'm ar¬ 
rested,” is the way he explains it, singl¬ 
ing out Commissioner MacNamara as the 
“big stooge for the Jewish Communists.” 

Against such a background, it is really 
not remarkable to lind Mlot-Mroz in close 

contact with anti-Semitic and white 
supremacy organization?!? His bigotry is 
nourished in America by well established 
hate sheets like Common Sense published 
in Union, N. J., and Gerald L. K. Smith’s 
Cross And The Flag issued in Los 
Angeles. 

Large quantities of both publications 
are distributed by Mlot-Mroz to his 
ACCPFF membership, and !v is fond of 
reprinting articles from both u his own 
releases every month. 

LACK OF ACCEPTANCE in the large 
and responsible organizations .-erring the 
Polish-American communities has left 
Mlot-Mroz with little more than his 
ACCPFF conM-u-owcv spread thinly 
across the country, plus encouragement 



from a spate or discredited hate-your- 
nefgfefcoiuflr^anizations. - ■ t 

It is ironical that the man who sings 
"God Bless America” at the top of his- 
lungs while being carried from street- 
corner brawls to police wagons, has not 
seen fit to become a naturalized citizen, • 

‘‘I was born a Pole,” advises Mlot- 
Mroz, "And I want to die a citizen of my 
beloved Poland. It is my opinion that I 
can do more for this country by being a 
citizen of Poland and by fighting the'- 
Communists here than becoming a 
citizen. — ■ 

“My ambition was always to give, you 
know, my life for my country and to give', 
the heart for the God. I am ready to die 
even tomorrow for that.”

JOSEPH MLOT-MROZ, 18 Boardman Street, Salem, 
furnished the following information: 

On May 10, 1968, after parking his car on a side 
street off of Blue Hill Avenue, Roxbury, Massachusetts 
one block north of the Blue Hill Christian Center (BHCC), 
he proceeded to the area of Quincy Street and Blue Hill 
Avenue where buses were parked and a crowd had gathered 
to participate in the Poor People's Campaign. He carried 
a sign which suggested that the answer to poverty was to 
go to work and took a position across from the parking lot 
at the corner of Blue Hill Avenue and Quincy Street. 

After standing there for a short time with his sign 
he was attacked by several Negroes who knocked him to 
the ground and beat him. He recovered shortly and was 
helped to his feet by bystanders and he again took up his 
position. 

A few minutes later he was again assaulted 
by a group of Negroes so severely that he was not able to 
recover so quickly. He was again helped to his feet 
by bystanders and was told to leave the area before he 
got killed. He then proceeded along Blue Hill Avenue alone 
in the direction of his car and he noticed that he was being 
followed by two Negroes, identities unknown. When he 
reached his car, he attempted to drive away from the area 
and go home but being unfamiliar with streets and traffic 
regulations in that area he found himself at the corner 
of Lawrence Avenue and Blue Hill Avenue one block from 
where he had originally taken up his position and in the 
same area where the crowd was located. In an attempt to 
take a left-hand turn on Blue Hill Avenue, and get out of 
the area, he was blocked by traffic and while in that position 
two or three Negroes attempted to get into the car. 

One of them smashed the window in the driver's side with 
a rock of some kind, reached in and unlocked the car pulling 
the door open while anotbe r reached in and stabbed him from 
behind. His attackers then ran off and he got out of the 
car and proceeded up Blue Hill Avenue toward Quincy Street 
shouting to the crowd what had happened to him. Then someone 
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hailed a passing car, put him into it and he was taken 
to the Boston City Hospital where he was treated.

"I AM FIGHTING POVERTY, I WORK! HAVE YOU TRIED IT . . . 
IT WORKS!" He was assaulted and beaten twice while 
there and stabbed as he was leaving the area in his car. 
MLOT-MROZ was interviewed, and stated he did not know 
the identities of those who assaulted and stabbed him

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DETAILS: 


This investigation is predicated on a request of 
Assistant Attorney General STEPHEN J. POLLACK, Civil Rights 
Division, United States Department of Justice, as contained 
in a memorandum to the FBI, dated August 30, 1968, 
which states that on May 10, 1968, in Boston, JOSEPH 
MLOT-MROZU, Salem, Massachusetts, reportedly was stabbed 
and beaten in the course of scuffles with Negro participants 
in the Poor People's Campaign who were embarking for 
Washington, D. C. MLOT-MROZ , a white man, was carrying 
a picket sign which opposed the Poor Peoplefc Campaign and 
which reportedly boasted the fact that he was fighting 
poverty by working. The following is a limited investigation 
in connection with that request. 

Special Agents of the FBI observed the following 
activity except where otherwise indicated: 

On May 10, 1968, the Poor Peoplefe Campaign was 
continuing in the vicinity of the Blue Hill Avenue 
Christian Center (BHCC), 288 Blue Hill Avenue, Roxbury, 
Massachusetts, which is Boston Headquarters for the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), where 
ten Greyhound buses waited to take participants to 
Providence, Rhode Island. Scheduled departure time was 
10:00 A.M. and only two buses, partially filled with 
a total of approximately 70 people, departed for Providence, 
at 11:20 A.M. 

Before the buses departed, a crowd of approximately 
150 people, mostly Negro, milled around the BHCC where 
music and taped speeches of the late MARTIN LUTHER KING 
were heard over loud-speakers. JOSEPH MLOT-MROZ, who in 
this past distributed literature identifying' himself as Editor 
and President of Anti-Communist Federation of Polish 
Freedom Fighters in the United States of America, Inc., 
appeared on the sc-ene carrying a sign which stated: "1 Am 
Fighting Poverty, I Work! Have You Tried It... It Works! 11

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On May 10, 1968 , approximately five minutes after 
he appeared on the scene outside the BHCC, MLOT-MROZ 
was assaulted hy several Negroes who knocked him tb the

| rxnaiiy stopped the assault, helped the 
victim to his feet, propped him' up against the fender of a 
parked car and returned his sign. 


A few minutes later, as MLOT-MROZ was leaning

unmarked police car and MLOT-MROZ was transported to 
the Boston City Hospital. 

The exact time of the stabbing could not be 
ascertained by observation. Boston news accounts 
relate that MLOT-MROZ went to his car, which was parked 
a few blocks away from the BHCC and attempted to drive 
away when he was set upon by several Negro youths who 
broke the windows of his car and stabbed him. According 
to these accounts, police were looking for a six foot,

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On May 11, 1968, 

Division 9, Boston Police department, advised that he 
had talked to the doctor who was treating MLOT-MROZ 
at the Boston City Hospital and that the doctor had 
advised him that MLOT-MROZ' ’s condition is considered good 
and that the prognosis is good. He stated that MLOT-MROZ 
is conside red to be in no danger even if surgery is 
required. | | advised that the Boston Police are 

still attempting to identify the person who stabbed 
MLOT-MROZ and that they have been viev/ing television 
pictures taken on the scene in an attempt to identify 
the perpetrators. 


Commenting further on the incident, ! _ 

stated that police cars of Division 9 had cruised the 
area of the BHCC from time to time and that a sizeable 
contingent of police officers was not assigned to the area 
because it was felt that no incidents were likely to 
occur since the crowd seemed peaceful.
